Why Need for Precision 
Measuring Tools? 






The question arises as to why 
there is such need for precision 
measuring tools today when in 
early day quality work was ob 
tainable from craftsmen in the 
woodworking industry whose only 
means of measuring were the 
two-foot folding rule, caliper rule 
and the cut and try method.
